Commissioner  Sun  asked  the  director  to  return  to  the  commission 
after  the  budget  had  been  finally  adopted  to  discuss  Muni's 
budget  and  the  department's  plan  to  fully  utilize  those  dollars, 
particularly  with  hiring  and  training  new  operators. 
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President  Flynn  asked  staff  to  show  what  the  commission  requested 
in  the  budget,   what  was  finally  approved  and  to  discuss  what 
could  and  couldn't  be  done. 

The  commission  secretary  noted  that  she  would  schedule  the 
hearing  on  operator  training  and  hiring  previously  requested  by 
the  commission  after  the  budget  approval  process  was  complete. 

Commissioner  Sun  asked  that  when  the  APTA  Safety  Report  is  before 
the  commission  the  director  discuss  the  circumstances  of  recent 
accidents . 

Director  Cruz  also  noted  that  on  June  15,   he  has  scheduled  a  town 
meeting  in  the  Balboa  Park  neighborhood  to  discuss  the  BART-MUNI 
Fast  Pass  contract  with  residents. 

President  Flynn  asked  that  the  commission  receive  information 
about  the  cost,   the  impact  on  the  14 -Mission  headways  and  the 
number  of  buses  and  operators  Muni  would  need  if  the  Bart -Muni 
contract  is  canceled. 

Director  Cruz  noted  that  it's  difficult  to  estimate  right  now  the 
number  of  people  who  would  return  to  Muni  if  that  contract  is 
terminated.       President  Flynn  asked  about  the  possibility  of 
extending  the  contract  to  allow  Muni  to  prepare  for  the 
possibility  of  increased  ridership  along  that  corridor.     He  noted 
that  if  the  contract  ends  on  June  30,  we  would  have  a  disaster  on 
our  hands  if  we're  not  fully  prepared  to  handle  the  increase  in 
passenger  loads.     Director  Cruz  said  he  would  prepare  a  calendar 
item  extending  the  contract  for  the  commission  at  the  next 
meeting . 

7.     Public  Comment 

Peter  Ehrlich,  Muni  Operator,  noted  that  four  new  operators  were 
being  hired  for  the  F-line  but  these  people  haven't  been  trained 
on  how  to  operate  a  PCC  vehicle.  He  urged  that  these  operators 
receive  appropriate  training. 

Ernestine  Weiss  addressed  recent  accidents  and  noted  that  removal 
of  the  cars  on  Clay  Street  would  have  avoided  an  accident .  She 
also  asked  that  free  fast  passes  be  provided  to  seniors  and  the 
disabled  to  make  up  for  things. 
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Lonnette  Robinson  talked  about  getting  a  parking  ticket  while 
using  a  city  vehicle  to  pick  up  fast  passes.      (President  Flynn 
asked  the  Director  to  discuss  the  matter  with  Ms.  Robinson.) 

Barry  Taranto,  asked  for  help  in  discussing  a  new  taxi  stand  at 
Fourth  and  TOwnsend  with  staff.  (President  Flynn  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Director.) 

Monty  Morris  talked  about  a  ballpark  express  bus  which  was 
listing  badly  on  the  freeway.     He  added  that  many  of  the 
passengers  were  afraid  and  they  asked  the  driver  to  slow  down, 
which  he  did.    (President  Flynn  suggested  that  the  department  may 
need  to  provide  additional  vehicles  for  the  ballpark  express  runs 
at  times  heavier  ridership  is  expected  and  that  we  ought  to  check 
with  the  Giants  to  better  estimate  those  times.) 

John  Moran,   Union  Rep  for  Machinists,   distributed  a  post  accident 
inspection  report  on  motor  coach  4667  which  showed  that  the 
brakes  were  operational  and  that  there  was  no  mechanical  stress 
reported  prior  to  the  accident. 

Ray  Antonio,   TWU  Local  2 50 -A,  wanted  to  add  a  comment  to 
Director's  report  on  Safety.     He  reviewed  a  few  joint  effort 
projects,   particularly  the  use  of  a  blue  light  on  coaches  and  the 
Code  903  project.

After  congratulating  staff  for  their  exceptional  work.  General 
Manager  Cruz  clarified  that  the  one  stop  where  a  high  level 
platform  can't  be  constructed  because  of  geography  is  at  Bayshore 
and  Arleta.       He  responded  to  confusion  over  the  possibility  of 
low  floor  platforms  being  built  in  the  future  by  stressing  the 
policy  set  by  the  commission  about  maintaining  vehicle  continuity. 

Commissioner  Sun  noted  that  the  Third  Street  Corridor  newsletter 
was  misleading  in  that  it  says  that  MUNI  may  operate  low  floor 
vehicles.

President  Flynn  asked  that  the  July  vacancy  report  be  redone  and 
returned  to  the  commission  at  a  future  time.       Commissioner  Sun 
asked  for  a  three -month  trend  analysis  to  be  included  in  future 
reports . 

President  Flynn  asked  staff  to  resolve  those  EEO  cases  which  are 
over  180  days  old  or  to  give  specific,   cogent  reasons  why  those 
cases  haven't  been  closed  when  the  EEO  report  is  next  before  the 
commission.     He  added  that  this  is  a  historical  problem  and  that 
it's  time  to  get  it  handled. 

Commissioner  Sun  noted  that  the  EEO  report  says  we're  using  most 
of  our  resources  in  maintenance  yet  60%  of  all  new  cases  are  from 
that  area.     This  indicates  to  him  that  we  aren't  doing  a  good 
job.  He  thought  the  report  was  inadequate  and  doesn't 
specifically  address  what  we're  doing,  what  resources  we  using 
and  what  we're  doing  to  resolve  these  issues. 

General  Manager  Cruz  said  that  under  previous  administrations, 
there  was  no  dedicated  staffing  or  resources  for  EEO  and  when  you 
start  to  pay  attention,   the  numbers  increase.     Most  of  the  issues 
will  probably  turn  out  to  be  communication  issues  and  not  clear 
cut  discrimination  issues. 

President  Flynn  suggested  that  we  not  look  at  it  cosmetically 
since  it's  old  and  deep  seated  and  needs  to  be  corrected.  It's 
the  way  business  has  been  historically  conducted  and  it's  time  to 
handle  the  problem.     President  Flynn  asked  the  general  manager  to 
return  to  the  commission  to  tell  them  exactly  what's  being  done 
to  get  at  the  problem. 

General  Manager  Cruz  concurred  and  added  that  it's  a  big 
challenge.     He  stressed  that  the  old  way  of  resolving  these 
issues  is  not  acceptable  and  that  the  new  managers  were  chosen 
partially  for  their  interpersonal  skills. 
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Commissioner  Sandoval  asked  to  talk  further  with  staff  about  the 
sale  of  fast  passes  by  mail  or  electronic  means.
